The iysterious BL 
pivple but Accurate Tiners 
by Joe Kevman 


“I know there is a foraula! But I just can't 
remember it... how da I figure out elapsed tine 
from a clock?". I's sure you've either heard 
someone soy that or have though it yourself at 
one tiwe of another during your prograsuing 
history. It seews like ali programmers at one 
tise or another have some need for a countdown 
clock or tiwer. The reasons for needing one 
vary greatly, from just for fun to keeping 
track of how bong a caller is on a 885, 

The latter reason vas why I started 
ekperimenting vith BL tising. I vished to bave 
an online timer for a BL BBS proqras I au 
vriting. At first I though this vould be easy 
to do on a OL, since there is a clock built in. 
Eut then I started trying to figure out hou to 
get elapsed time as a difference between two 
clock tines...i.E.- how such time hes elapsed 
if I started at 9:37 PH and it is now 10:24 PH? 
One can't just subtract the 10:24 from 9:27. 
One of the wain problews was that the BL's 
ORTES function has the dete as vell as the tine 
in the string. You could slice the strings 
apart, then go crazy digging up the formulas 
far finding elupsed time, but there has to an 
easier vay. 

AK HAR! Reading the OL sanwal and 
EXPERINENTINE once again bas actually helped se 
solve this problew. I realized that the OL has 
a Function called just DATE. The OL annur! 
states that “DATE will return the date asa 
flouting point number which con be used to 
store dates and FINES in a conpact foru.” I 
started playing around and found out that if 
one subtracts ane DATE Frou another GATE, the 
difference is the elapsed tine! For exanple, 
try the following on your QL: type in 
START=ORTE (ENTER». Look at your watch or a 
clock until a minute is about up, then type in 
STOP=DATE CENTER). Hou type PRINT SIOP-START 
and you will get the tise between when you 
entered start and when you entered stop. Hote 
that this number returned is elapsed time in 
seconds. 

How hou would you get elapsed time in 
hours:sinutes:seconds fore? That is also easy, 


but fauabves Some Strino slicino and tke RIES 


function. Oo the seve as above with the STR 
and STOP. Then, type: 


ELRPSEO=STOP-START 
TIMES-DRTES (ELAPSED) 
PRINT TIHE$3 TO) 


This vill nou print the elapsed tise in the 
KH:AN:ES Format, The good thing about using 
DATE and DATES for tining is that the tiner 
doesn’t have to be an endless loop. fhe BL 
clock continues to run as long as the OL is on. 
You don't have to worry about the tine at all. 
You can check elapsed tine whenever you vish by 
just using the above ELAPSED...etc. line frou 
above. 

Rs I always state- EXPERIMENT and have fun! 
Let us ali know if you find something 
interesting. And also as always, If you have 
any questions or comments feel free to vrite to 
NE.

A DUTCH PARCHEESI-LIKE BOARD GAME — by Cedric R. Bastiaans 


1987 
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The listing which follows is for an entertaining boardgase 
(far both TS2068 and Spectrum 48K), quite popular in 
Germany and Holland. I became very interested, not only 
because af fond seaories of ay youth, playing the gase, but 
also because the program is a sarvel in aesory-saving 
techniques and has colorful sprites and UD6's. 


I got peraission from the Dutch computer magazine SINCLAIR 
GEBRUIKER (which means Sinclair User) where it first 
appeared, to translate it for the members of the L.I.S.T. 
group. I started and finished this job even before I 
departed for Holland. 

It works in a fashion, but not totally. Regrettably, the 
magazine has been defunct since Deceaber 1985, just when I 
had finished the adaptation and translation! I tried to 
locate the author Ferry Groothedde, but couldn’t. 

It is ay hope that sose aeaber of our group may find the 
problea; l have stared at the program for too lang now, to 
no avail...More about the problem later on, 


First some information... 

The original boardgase is called “Mensch, aerger dich 
nicht!" in Gersan and "Mens, erger je niet!" in Dutch 
(broadly translates as “Don’t be aggravated'"). I have been 
told that it is much like PARCHEESI. I have consequently 
called the program PARCHISI, to accoasodate the 8-character 
@axiaua for program titles (Zebra FDD). 

The program may take several hours to key in, but I have 
also sent L.I.5.7. a cassette for a future library tape if 
you can’t bring up the energy. 


Here are the instructions (also contained in lines 6000 - 
6040) for playing this fascinating gage: 

1. - The gase is played with 4 sets of four "sen" 
a die and the board or field. 

Object of the gase is to bring one’s aen into the field, 
aove them clockwise around the field according to the throw 
of the die, until they are safely home, an area indicated 
by #ttt's. 

The player first to bring his or her men home, is the 
winner. 

2. - A pawn landing on a spot already occupied by an 
opposing pawn, knocks it off the field! A pawn thusly 
knocked off cannot enter the gage until the player throws 
a six, just like at the start of any turn, 

It is not possible to knock one’s own pawn off the field! - 
3. - There are always four players. One or two players play 
against the cosputer, which will thusly play the role of 
either three or two opponents respectively. 

The coaputer can also play against itself. 

4, - A pawn standing at the starting place (because a six 
was thrown), HAS to aove again (throwing a six allows for 
a second throw). If this second throw would cause this pawn 
to buap off one of your OWN men, you are allowed to sove 
another of your aen. Next round, you HAVE to aove it, 
however. 


(pawns), 


5. - Highest number cast, starts the gase. You are RED, the 


' cosputer is GREEN, RED throws first: press a key and the 


result is displayed. Press again to show the cosputer's 
throw. 

6. - If one player plays against the coaputer, your color 
is RED and the computer plays YELLOW, WHITE and GREEN. 

If two play against the computer, your colors are RED and 
GREEN. 

7. - When it’s your turn, the coaputer will ask you which 
pawn you want to move. You have four pawns, nuabered 1 
through 4. The die of your color needs to throw a six 
before you are allowed to enter a pawn in the field. Each 
time you throw a six, you are granted another throw! 

8. - A pawn, which has entered the hose area, cannot be 
aoved anyacre! 


To see the gase played, I suggest you enter 0 (zero) when 
proapted “How sany will play against the ccaputer?". The 
Computer will draw the board, see FI6. 1. The computer will 
then play RED and GREEN. Because the coaputer knows the 
nuabers of its own pawns, these nuabers will not show. In 
FIG. 2 you can see this situation; all GREEN pawns are in 
the field (note that the GREEN quad in the right upper 
corner shows zero), but only two RED pawns have entered 
(the RED quad in the left bottos corner shows a remaining 
2). On your color screen you will of course see it all in 
living color! 


If YOU decide to play, your pawns will be nusbered, as 
illustrated in the gaseboard of FIG. 3. 


The PROBLEM with the current listing is that, contrary to 
the intent of qaserules 3 and 6, only RED and GREEN EVER 
PLAY! WHITE and YELLOW never do. I am embarrassed that I 
have not been able to solve the problem. Please help, 
somebody?! The gase otherwise plays perfectly, but only for 
RED and GREEN...Sometiaes a WHITE die shows, while the 
Computer burps, but never plays... 


Now for some info on the PROGRAM LISTING. 

It may be necessary to indoctrinate some readers in the 
keying in of colored spaces. Lines 180, 190, 220, 8100 and 
8200 contain black squares, which really should be colored 
spaces. 

Try the following: 

Press CAPS SHIFT (CS) and SYMBOL SHIFT (SS) simultaneously 
and the 'E' cursor will appear. Now press 2 and then SPACE 
(SP). Lo and behold! A RED SQUARE appeared! 

To get back to the original background (paper) color, again 
press CS + SS, then 7 (if white is the paper color). 


To properly key in the colored spaces in the above 
mentioned lines, do the following, remeabering that BLUE 
(1) is the paper color in the gage:
